Princeton, N. J. — In the course 


of its regular national surveys, in 
which it makes use of more than 700 
field investigators in all parts of the 
United States, the American Insti- 
tute of Public Opinion occasionlly 
finds people who are unwilling to 
express their opinion for one reason 
or another. But the Institute has 
never found, in any state, on any 
question, such widespread reluc- 
tance to speak and such guarded- 
ness in replies as in the Institute's 
present study in Louisiana. 


Time and again, both in New Or- 


leans and "upstate," investigators 
found doors narrowed to a slit or 
slammed shut as soon, as the pur- 
pose of the interviewer's visit was 
announced. 


Fear of expressing an opinion on 


the state political race -was' more 
common in the poorer districts, and 
men proved more 
apprehensive 


than women, although some wom- 
en, in the absence of their hus- 
bands, said: "My husband has told 
me not to talk to anybody about 
state politics." 


Throughout the survey an aver- 


age of one person in every five 
(20 per cent) indicated that he was 
afraid to talk for fear of political 
reprisals or for other reasons, even 
though voters were given every as- 
surance as to the confidential char- 
acter of the interview. 


A typical statement is that of a 


New Orleans woman living on a 
poor street: "Huey Long was the 
bestest man we ever had, but don't 
you go writin' any of this down. My 
huband'd kill me if I ever told any- 
thing. There was a man here the 
other day—and bigger than you— 


We're all for Long on this street—- 
every one of us—so don't go askin' 
me any more " And the door closed.

ANOTHER MEDICAL VICTORY 
The prediction made at the meeting of 


the Southern Medical association-at Mem- 
phis that the death rate from pneumonia^ 
•will be much lower this winter than pre- 
viously will be welcome in every clime 
where this treacherous disease occurs. 


Nor is the prediction mere wishful 


thinking. A new weapon is now being 
used to combat pneumonia, which causes 
more deaths than any other disease ex- 
cept heart trouble and cancer. This new 
weapon is called sulfapyridine and un- 
precedented success has already been 
achieved with it although the drug came 
into use only last spring. 


Of 116 pneumonia victims in Memphis 


treated with sulfapyridine since last Febru- 
ary, only 15 died whereas the rate of death 
before would have been about twice that 
number. Some of the patients showed re- 
lief within three days. All of the 15. who 
died were already in advance stages of 
the disease when admitted to the hospital. 


A poll of the physicians attending the 


meeting brought the estimate that the lives 
of from 500 to 1,000 persons have already 
been saved by the new treatment. 


Next to heart diseases and the malignant 


cancer, pneumonia is one of the most 
formidable foes the doctor has to fight. 
It is tricky, sudden and deadly. It is no 
respecter of persons and attacks the strong 
and healthy without warning. Up to now, 
doctors could do little more than make a 
defensive stand and then wait for the in- 
evitable "crisis" which frequently deter- 
mined whether the patient would live or 
die. The new drug gives the doctors an 
offensive weapon. 


Another victory thus is scored by the 


medical profession in its bullet-less and 
gun-less but nevertheless unrelenting war 
against disease. 
Scientific shackles are 


now being fastened to another feared af- 
fliction, as has been done previously to 
other once dreaded diseases. The story 
of the repeated successes of the medical 
profession is an old one, but it remains 
ever thrilling.

come. Our future is unlimited, he says. 


Social" planning, the individuals and 


organizations devoted to obtaining "infor- 
mation, to planning, correlation and the 
flexible control of execution, is the pri- 
mary need if we are to grow into the" 
super men which we may, Huxley in- 
sists. 


Education is now in a "primitive stage, 


this noted student of humanity declares, 
usually stopping with adolescence, with 
just technical specialties and a smattering 
of culture being applied during the ma- 
ture years. , 


Propaganda, persuasion and public re- 


lations offer great fields for study to 
overcome the present public frame of 
mind, because, as Huxley asserts, "the 
enlistment of public cooperation is to 
social science what the enlistment of cap- 
ital investment is to natural science—it 
provides motive power for application." 


"As the barber-surgeon of the Middle 


Ages has given place to the medical man 
of today with his elaborate 
scientific 


training, so the essentially amateur poE- 
tician and administrator of today will be 
-replaced by a new type of professional 
man, with specialized scientific training," 
he says. And Huxley adds that study in, 
the fields of social science expose the 
theory of exalting the state above the in- 
dividual and prove the fallacies of such 
theories. 


Science has plenty to do outside of in- 


venting new machinations for war, it ap- 
pears, and it's a pleasant prospect. 


FUN'S FUN 


The wags often repeat the remark, 


'•Fun's fun, but you can't laugh all the 
time." 


Which is veritably true. There can't 


be fun constantly in an order that is to be 
in any way efficient or successful. 
There 


must be serious application if the prob- 
lems of the modern world are to be solved 
in practical manner. 


Nevertheless, fun and humor are nat- 


ural to human beings. From the begin- 
ning of time men have joked and joshed 
and had their pranks.

'It is important to remember that the Finns. But because nazinn, and 


BO relief will reach the Finns if Fin- 
land is not successfully defended. 
It is obvious, and the plight of Po- 
land proves it, that once * country 
is overrun by these modern aggres- 
sors, that is an iron barrier through 
which mercy and charity cannot 
pass to help the victims. Therefore, 
we must not let the kindness of our 
hearts divert our attention from the 
grim fact that if the Finns do not 
receive promptly the arms, with 
which to defend themselves, 'there 
will soon be no Finland to receive 
our charity. 


It is even more important to re- 


member that if Finland falls, in a 
few weeks or at the most in a few 
months, there will be another and 
then another small neutral nation— 
in Scandinavia, in the Balkans, or 
both—fighting alone against terrible 
odds for its very life. 
Experience 


has shown beyond all possibility of 
dispute that m Europe a policy of 
neutrality and isolation cannot .save 
the small nations. Either they hang 
together or assuredly, like Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Latvia, Es- 
tonia and Finland, they will hang 
separately. 
* 


Therefore, just as the Finns can- 


not receive relief if they are not 
enabled to defend themselves, so al- 
so Finland cannot long be defend- 
ed unless her near neighbors and 
the next victims are given the 
courage and the means to reinforce 
the defense. 
••League Action Makes 
Aid To Finland Legal 


The action of the League of Na- 


tions is of practical importance in 
this connection. Obviously, the Sov- 
iet aggressors are not going to be 
deterred by their expulsion from 
the League. That is a gesture which 
•was prompted by the safe and dis- 
tant neutrals for their own moral 
satisfaction. But the formal judge- 
ment that Soviet Russia 'has vio- 
lated the covenant makes it lawful 
lor all the members of the League— 
and that includes the Scandinavian 
and the Balkan neutrals, Turkey, 
as well as Great Britain and France 
—to give assistance to Finland. Af- 
ter the action of the League, Fin- 
land is entitled to the help of her 
neighbors, and they can give help 
without being legally at war with 
Soviet Russia. 


This may seem at first glance like 


,a mere matter of small punctilio. 
But it is more than that. For one 
thing the very existence of small 
states depends on the scrupulous 
observance of law; if once they de- 
part from legality, they become 
mere pawns in the system of pow- 
er politics. That is why the neutral 
neighbors of Finland were glad to 
have the Finns appeal to Geneva. 
Moreover, the League's action on 
Finland establishes a necessary pre- 
cedent for the expected incursion 
of Soviet Russia into the Balkans in 
that it fixes the ground upon which 
Turkey can, if she chooses, go with 
the British and French to the as- 
sistance of the next victim of ag- 
gression. 


So one may say that the action of 


the League has given its members 
the right of concerted action by- re- 
pealing "their obligations to be neu- 
tral and .isolated. 
furnishing", Delivering 
Are Supply Problems 
4 All this clarifies, though it does 
not bring any nearer to solution. 
the immediate practical problem of 
reinforcing the Finns and the great- 
er problem of "organizing a final re- 
sistance somewhere to the tide of 
aggression and barbarism. 


The. practical problem can best be 


approached by 
dividing it into 
parts. One is how to make available 
military supplies that are absolute- 
ly indispensable to Finland at this 
moment to its neighbors in the 
near future. The other is how these 
suppires are to be delivered to the 
theater action.

supplies available and delivering 
them, we shall. I believe, be able to 
lay down a line of policy that is 
consistent -with our decision not to 
engage as combatants in the Eur- 
opean war and with our profound 
conviction that we cannot stand by 
passively and let Scandinavia be 
destroyed.

Thus, the problem of'deli very is

Our 
own policy in this struggle was fix- 
ed at the recent session of Congress. 
Our policy is not to participate in 
the struggle but to make available 
to the Allies, •weapons of war. 


We should, I believe, adapt and 


apply the policy to the case of Fin- 
land. Recognizing the fact that Fin- 
land, unlike the Allies, does not 
have much money, we should make 
arms available to her by lending 
her money. This is a departure from 
the letter of the 
neutrality 
law 


which requires cash in payment for 
arms. But it is no departure from 
the intent or the principle of the 
law. For the intent of the law was 
to avoid entanglement as a combat- 
ant in the European war, and the 
principle is that entanglement can

once they leave our shores. We can, 
without doing violence to the sub- 
stante of the law, lend to Finland 
money provided title passes before 
shipment and the arms are not car- 
ried away in American ships.

ficials of Lawrence college, the in- 
stitute is devoted entirely to the 
study of pulp and paper chemistry 
and technology. 


From a humble beginning in one 


room of the Lawrence college gym- 
nasium, the institute now is housed 
in two modern, buildings of steel 
frame and Lannon stone construc- 
tion situated directly across from 
the Alexander gymnasium on the 
south campus of the college. 


From an economic standpoint, the 


institute today compares with Ap- 
pleton's larger industries. A total of 


104 persons is employed at the in- 
stitute. 


With three students enroled in the 
institute's first class in February 
1930, the enrolment has grown to 
51 students this term. While it is not 
the ambition of the institute to be- 
come a large academic center, its fa- 
cilities and resources have been in- 
creased so that this fall 15 first- 
year students and 1 special student 
chosen tinder a rigidly selective sys- 
tem, were admitted 


Personal Interviews 


Inquiries concerning the course 


are received from every state in the 
union, and these inquiries 
are 


checked by representatives of the 
institute. Personal visits are paid to 
the better qualified prospective stu- 
dents before they are selected for 
admission, to the course. 


A total of 32 doctor and 82 master 


degrees have been earned by stu- 
dents attending the institute, the 
degrees being conferred by Law- 
rence coUege. A total of 76 universi- 
ties and colleges in the country, and 
every large paper making section of 
the country have been represented 
by students at the institute. This in- 
dicates that the original design to 
make the institute national in scope 
has been achieved.. 


Three definite needs of the pulp 


and paper industry are filled by the 
kistitute—training of technical men, 
graduates of recognized colleges and 
universities, through a period of 
graduate study, to assume respon- 
sible positions in the industry; or- 
ganization of a research library for 


the use of the institute and the in- 
dustry as a whole; and the estab- 
lishment of a research center where 
the latest scientific equipment and 
knowledge can be accumulated and 
made available to the industry and 
where researches can be carried on 
in both fundamental and applied 
problems. 


Industry Support 


Initial support of the institute was 


provided by Wisconsin mills, but 
this support has been extended un- 
til, at present, pulp and paper mills 
In 28 states are included 
among 


members. Additional support is re- 
ceived through fellowships 
and 


scholarships established by individ- 
uals and companies, through income 
received from patents 
resulting 


from researches carried on at the 
institute, and through funds obtain- 
ed from the contractual relations ex- 
isting between the institute and 
member mills and various firms in 
allied industries. 


The location of the institute in 


Appleton is strategic in that within 
a 7-mile radius of the city there is 
nearly every type of pulp and paper 
manufacture. 
Another 
benefit 


through its location here is that ex- 
perts now employed by the several 
manufacturing companies are avail- 
able as special lecturers in their in- 
dividual fields. 


An idea of the intensive study 


that may be made by the institute 
student is shown in the fact that 
there is about one instructor to ev- 
ery two students. These instructors 
are selected for their knowledge in 


the theoretical field and practica 
experience, and a look at 
their 


background finds the names of in- 
stitutions of higher learning and 
firms from all parts of the world. 


Two Buildings 


The first building of the institute 


dedicated Sept. 23,1931, and its later 
addition opened for use in Septem- 
ber 1936, contains the offices, class- 
rooms and laboratories for 
the 


courses in chemistry and pulp and 
paper manufacture. 
The »seeonc 


building, the J. A. Kimberly memo- 
rial dedicated Sept 21, 1932, houses 
the library and laboratories for mi- 
croscopy, photography, optics and 
wood technology. 


A large student research labora- 


tory, a large staff research labora- 
tory, two small research laborato- 
ries for work in wood technology 
and microbiology, and an additional 
lecture room have been constructed 
during the last year, utilizing space 
which was made available in the 
recently completed addition to the 
main building of the institute. 


Buildings and equipment of the 


institute are valued at over §900,000. 


All the courses under the direc- 


tion of the institute are given in the 
institute buildings. Rooms for stu- 
dents have been provided in North 
louse, South house and East house 
near the Lawrence college main 
campus. North house is the home of 
hird and fourth year students, East 
house the home of second year stu- 
dents and the South House the home 
of first year students.

When a good canoe full has been 


gathered in the canoe is merely pad- 
dled 
to shore and emptied. The 


grain is usually caught in a blanket 
or other large bit of cloth stretched 
over the bottom of the canoe so that 
it can readily be removed. 


After the grain has been brought 


in it is generally parched and then 
the grain is tossed m a blanket or 
other material until the chaff or 
husks have been removed. 


There is nothing more appropriate 


for a meal of game birds or meat 
than wild rice. It blends in flavor 
favorably with any gamey meat and 
is delicious when properly prepared 
and well seasoned 


Wild rice was once one of the ma- 


jor food items in the Indians' diet 
and they harvested it and stored it 
each fall. Now most of the crop is 
roH to our cities, and is in great de- 
mand. With judicious planting in 
favorable localities there is no rea- 
son why this crop should not bo in- 
creased scientifically. In some local- 
ities it is coming back nicely al- 
though' many of the beds which 
were the best a few years ago no 
longer exist due to being drowned 
out by high water created by dams.

Soil Management 
Principles Aid 
In Good Farming 


Involve Conditions Over 


Which Farmers Can 


Exercise Control 


Five principals in soil manage- 


ment which he regards as necessary 
to produce good yields of quality 
crops are outlined by Emil Truog, 
head of the state soils department, 
in a bulletin to County Agent J. F. 
Magnus. 


These principals which likewise 


are fundamental to good farming 
in Outagamie county, call for'con- 
ditions over which farmers can ex- 
ercise considerable control and in- 
clude conserving the moisture sup- 
ply, providing plant food," liming 
and other important factors. 


Toward conserving moisture, 


Truog suggests that farmers can do 
much by keeping down weeds, by 
decreasing run-off, and by encour- 
aging the deep rooting of plants. 
Enormous amounts of water- are 
used by plants, he points out In 
the case of alfalfa 700 tons of water 
are used for every ton of dry al- 
falfa hay harvested. This amounts 
to six inches of rainfall to the acre 
for each ton of alfalfa. Corn uses 
about half that amount. 


Soils in time become acid, and 


to correct this acidity, lime should 
be added when needed. Truog ex- 
plains that lime supplies calcium 
^nd magnesium. Liming helps to 
make more available such elements 
as phosphorus and nitrogen, and 
; favors the growth of legumes. After 
liming, he explains, the organic mat- 
ter of the soil, which helps the 
soil hold water and serves as a 
storehouse for plant food, can be 
built up by adding barnyard man- 
ure or by plowing under green 
manuring crops. 


To increase the nitrogen and the 


organic matter of the soil, Truog 
suggests growing legumes when- 
ever possible, particularly the more 
valuable ones such as alfalfa and 
clovers. A season's growth of alfalfa 
on one acre may fix into the soil 
as much as ten dollars worth of 
nitrogen which it takes from the 
air. 
' 


Even under good farming, Truog 


finds that the supplies of available 
nitrogen, phosphorus, and potas- 
sium usually become used up so 
that both from the standpoint of 
producing crops and conserving the 
soil it is necessary that these be 
added in commercial form.

about seven per cent of the com 


acreage in the state with hybrid 
corn. Iowa farmers, in contrast, 
planted about 77 per cent Both the 
breeding and the testing of hybrid 
corn varieties have been held up 
by several years of unfavorable 
weather. Testing of new hybrids is 
a practical and essential part of 
the program. In 193S the Kansas 
program included tests of 752 hy- 
brid varieties. For Kansas condi- 
tions drought resistance is one of 
the most important qualities of a 
superior hybrid corn, and the vari- 
eties under test varied widelv in 
their reactions to heat, wind,"and 
moisture. Only the more resistant 
will be recommended for planting.

ing body. In the first second, we 
are told, the body falls 16 feet and 
one inch. In the next second it falls 
48 feet and three inches. 
In the 


third second, it falls 80 feet and five 
inches; and so on. gaining all the 
while.

body would fall (at the end of three 
minutes) more than a mile in one 
second!

One important fact must be made 


plain, however. 
Falling at such 


rates would have to take place 
through a vacuum, not through the 
air. 


By pumping'the air out of long 


tubes, men have been able to make 
tests with falling bodies. Tests in 
such tubes have shown that all 
ixxhes fall at the same rate, where 
there is no" air. In other words, a 
teather falls through a vacuum tube 
as fast as an iron ball 


In the world outside of the vac- 


uum tube, that isn't so. A feather 
does not fall nearly so fast as an 
ron ball. That is because the air 
holds the feather back more than it 
does the iron ball. 


The iron ball falls fast, but it will 


je held back to some extent by the 
air. The same is true of every other 
object. 


Air does something to break the 


'all of a man. It isn't enough to 
ceep him from being hurt when 
falling/from a high place, but it. 
slows him down. 


Tests have shown that a 190- 


pound man. falling from a height of 
about a mile, will fall faster and 
aster during the first 11 seconds. 
Then he will reach a speed of 175 
eet per second and will not fall 
aster. The slowing up is due to the 
air "resisting the fall." 


A person weighing 100 pounds 


will not fall so fast as a 190-pound 
nan. His iop falling speed is about 
30 feet per second. 
v 


Turning those figures into miles 


>er hour, we may say that people 
all to the ground from a mile 
leight no faster than from 90 to 120 
miles per hour. 


It wouldn't be pleasant, however, 


to strike the earth at the rate of 90 
miles per hour. That is why the par- 
achute was invented. It cuts down 
the rate of fall to about 18 feet per 
second, or about 12 miles per hour.
